DETAILED ACTION 

Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . Claims 1 - 1 1 , and 22-24 are allowed. 

2. The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject matter: 
Applicant's amended claim 1 requires in part an evaporation plate with both "external" and 
"interior" surfaces. The closest prior art to Horie teaches an evaporation plate, as described in 
prior actions, with only external surfaces. Likewise, Horie does not teach or suggest "through- 
holes penetrating the vaporization surface" linking "external" and "interior" surfaces.
